Gettysburg felt the sting of the re- 
i moval of two Reading railroad trains 
and a readjustment of part of the re­ 
mainder of the passenger schedule to­ 
day.

; ernoon.

some extent, hut local residents felt 
mort* keenly the delay in the arrival 
of what user I to he the 0:25 incom­ 
ing train. 
This train arrived for the 
first time today at 10:57 o’clock. 
Rural Carriers Delayed 
The 9:25 train brought the bulk of 
G ettysburg’s business mail, and post­ 
poning :ts arrival for an hour and a 
half will temporarily result in local 
businessmen 
getting 
their 
corre­ 
spondence in the afternoon. 
For the 
time being, the rural 
carriers 
will 
wait until the mail from the 10:57 is 
separated, John IL Eckert, Gettys­ 
burg’s postmaster, said today. 
“ While we will hold the rural car­ 
rel th a short time so that residents 
on the routes will not receive their 
mail a day late, it would be impos­ 
sible to hold up the city carriers for 
the late morning train, as that would 
necessitate two afternoon deliveries,’'
